More than 100 emergency fuel 
applications are currently being 
processed from the Gary H a m ­ 
mond area, where already more 
than 3 million of the 3.3 million 
extra allocation made available 
by the federal Energy Office for 
this month Tuesday have been 
requested.

Suspects Caught After 
Atlanta Editor Is Freed

wife were arrested today in the 
kidnaping of Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion 
Editor 
Reg 
Murphy, 
ransomed 
Friday 
night 
for 
$700,000 after 50 hours in the 
hands of a right wing revolu­ 
tionary group. 
The suspects were identified 
by the 
FBI 
as William 
and 
Betty 
Williams. 
They 
were 
taken 
into 
custody 
at 
their 
home 
in 
suburban 
Lilburn 
about 2 a.m., five hours after 
Murphy was set free. 
Agents 
said 
the 
suspects 
would be taken before a U.S. 
magistrate later in the day and 
charged with violation of the 
Hobbs (conspiracy) Act and the 
federal kidnaping statute. 
Mike Dabney, a neighbor of 
the Williams couple in Lilburn, 
said about one half hour after 
the arrest the FBI took some 
suitcases 
from 
the 
Williams 
home. 
The $700,000 ransom money, 
on instructions from the kid­ 
napers, had been packed in two 
suitcases. 
There 
was 
speculation 
the 
money would be produced as 
evidence at the arraignment 
Murphy, awakened with news 
of the arrests after just two and 
a half hours sleep, said he was 
“ delighted they wore caught." 
“ I think it is interesting in 
this case that they let me go 
and within five hours they had 
been 
caught...They 
had 
been 
put in jail and there was no 
profit in it for them. 
“ And I think it is important 
that 
other 
people 
remember 
that there is no profit for the 
average 
guy 
going 
out 
and 
trying to do this sort of thing, 
First of all, he doesn’t have the 
technical skill to know how to 
do it. Second, it is extremely 
dangerous thing if he is trying 
to make a political point.” 
Murphy made his comments 
to Atlanta radio station WSB, 
which, like the Constitution, is 
owned by Cox Enterprises.

Moving Expenses 
May Be 
Deductible

don’t 
forget 
that 
many 
of 
your 
moving expenses may be tax 
deductible. But there are a few 
hitches. 
“To 
deduct 
expenses, 
you 
must 
have 
records 
of those 
expenses,” 
says Jean 
Baueo, 
Extension 
home 
management- 
family economics specialist at 
Purdue University. “And your 
move 
must 
meet 
certain 
requirements specified by the 
Indiana 
Revenue 
Service 
(IRS).’’ 
Mrs. Bauer suggests that you 
check 
with 
the 
IRS 
for 
in­ 
formation 
about 
the 
records 
they require and what deduc­ 
tions they will accept. 
Generaly, she adds, deduc­ 
tions 
include travel expenses 
during 
the 
move, 
including 
meals and lodging for you and 
your family. You will probably 
want to keep records of several 
expenses: 
The cost of moving household 
items and shipping your car are 
deductible. 
If you 
choose to 
drive your car, you can either 
deduct actual dollar expenses 
for driving or deduct the rate 
per mile allowed by IRS. If you 
plan to deduct your actual cost, 
be prepared to keep receipts 
and other record* for all driving 
costs. 
You may deduct the cost of 
pre-move house hunting trips. 
Be sure to save receipts and 
other 
records 
of 
travel 
ex­ 
penses, meals, and lodging. 
If you must find temporary 
housing, you may deduct the 
cost of meals and lodging--but 
only up to 30 days.

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A VANISHING BREED? 


America’s astronauts, 20th century Magel­ 
lan^ who set sail so recently, may be a 
vanishing breed when a new generation of 
spacecraft carries ordinary folks, into space. 
rile National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) over the years has 
prov ed the value of exploiting the new' space 
environment Now the agency has come up 
w ith a vehicle that can fly to earth orbit and 
back routinely at relatively low cost; the 
Space Shuttle. 


Early manned spacecraft flew only once in 
earth orbilmg or to the moon The Space 
Shuttle will make as many as 100 flights, 
returning each tim e to runways as jet 
airhners do 
NASA, says this will slash 
miUu hs liom the cost of space travel 
í i ' example, today’s unmanned earth 
satellites must be extra-light and super-de­ 
pendable 
once launched, they can't be 
repaired But the Shuttle will carry satellites 
to orbit, repair them, or bring them home if 
necessary, then put them back again. 
The Space Shuttle looks like a fat, ungainly 
airplane, about the size of a small airliner 
SI u n g be n c ath its f u se 1 a ge i s a m a m moth f ue I 
tank Tw o large solid-rocket motors will boost 
it toward space. 
The underslung tank and rockets drop off 
after launch, and the shuttle propels itself 
into orbit. After performing its mission, the 
era it can fly down through earth’s atomos- 
phere and land on an airport runway. 
The Space Shuttle will carry a four-man 
crew' — pilot, co-pilot and two cargo 
specialists who will control a 15-by-60-foot 
cargo bay. Satellites, sections of space 
stations to be assem bled in orbit, or 
interplanetary probes can be dropped off in 
space. 
Nine European countries have join­ 
ed 
NASA, 
to 
build 
a 
spacelab 
for 
Shuttle. The mini-laboratory can carry 
scientists into space, nestled inside the cargo 
bay. Experiments might include cameras to 
record earth’s features for environmental 
studies, instruments to investigate the Sun 
and stars, medical hardware to examine the 
effects of space travel on people 
and 
m anufacture of exotic m aterials in the 
weightlessness and hard vacuum of space. 
After his record-shattering Skylab flight 
(no longer a record), astronaut Charles 
(Pete) Conrad said he is one of a vanishing 
breed. He believes men like today’s airplane 
pilots will command the Space Shuttle. With 
little or no astronaut training, others can 
perform valuable scientific tasks in space. 
The shuttle is the basic building block in an 
entire space flight system — like the 
locomotive is to the railroad train. Other 
building blocks may include a Space Tug to 
push satellites farther into space; orbiting 
space stations to fly in orbit for 10 years or 
more; and even a transportation system to 
return men to the moon to occupy permanent 
scientific bases. 
Sound like something out of modern-day 
Jules Verne novel? Perhaps, but we’re on the 
threshold of this new experience right now. 
And a decade or two in the future? What 
further wonders of new worlds lie ahead?

Today’s energy shortage embodies a 
chronological record of public and official 
apathy to known facts that can only be 
described as incredible. Consider a few' 
quotations from the remarks that have been 
made over the years by leaders in public and 
private life relative to tax and regulatory 
policies of government that began under­ 
mining our energy-based society more than 
20 years ago. 
Most of the following comments relate to 
the folly ot imposing public utility regulation 
on natural gas producers In 1953, the vice 
chairman of the Committee on Mineral Law' 
for the state of Texas warned of this type of 
regulation- “Imposing utility rate base will 
offer inadequate incentive to producers. . . 
the consumer as well as the producer will 
profit from the absence of federal regulation 
and both will suffer from its imposition.” 
Shortly after the Supreme Court decision that 
imposed this type of regulation on gas 
producers, the president of a major oil 
company noted that; “With demand increas­ 
ing and the rate of discovery decreasing, 
after a time a definite shortage of gas 
occurs 
the net result to the consumer is a 
shortage of supply and an increase in rates.” 
The w arnings continued to come through the 
years In 1957, President Eisenhower, in a. 
Budget Message to Congress, said: “Legisla­ 
tion freeing gas producers from public utility 
type regulation is essential if the incentives to 
find and develop new supplies of gas are to be 
preserved.. 
in 1961, the chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission stated: “We cannot expect him 
(the gas producer) to continue risking his 
money exploring for gas at the pace which the 
national interest requires. . 
A Houston, 
Texas, consulting geologist in 1960 said: “I 
can safely predict that between now and 1975 
we will have an energy crisis in this country 
Then the people w ill say ‘The industry is to 
blame, why weren’t we told?’ Well, I’m 
telling them now.” 
The energy crisis is no mystery. Its cause 
and its cure have been known for two decades 
by competent energy authorities. Their 
recommendations have been ignored. 


NO PEANUTCRUNCH 


There may be another use for the lowly 
peanut that even George Washington Carver 
never thought of. 
According to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, fireplace "logs” made of a 
mixture of peanut hulls and w axes may soon 
be doing their small bit to ease the energy uh, 
crunch. 
At the present time, the producers of 
peanuts and peanut products get rid of vast 
quantities of the hulls in incinerators. 
“That seemed to us to be a terrible waste of 
a potentially useful resources" says Bill 
Albrecht, of USDA’s Russell Research Center 
at Athens, Ga. “So by way of experiment, we 
compared two brands of commercial wood 
chip longs with our peanut hull logs by 
burning them in a home fireplace.” 
The wood chop logs burned about four 
hours, while the peanut logs burned for three. 
But the latter, he reports, “seemed to burn 
more vigorously, with a warmer flame.” 
Also, the peanut logs were easier to ignite 
odorless and produced little smoke. When 
salts were added to the mixture, the logs 
burned with pretty colors. 
The researchers believe that peanut logs 
could be marketed for about the same cost 
per unit of warmth as wo*d chip logs. 
—Greenfield Reporter
